The Applicants have cancelled all claims rejected by the Exaxniner under 35 
U5.C. § 103 as being obvious per US, patent number 6,332,023 to Porter et al, U.S. patent 
number 6^40,460 to Mitsutake et al, and U.S. patent number 6,337,850 to Nakano et al, 
The Applicants, Iherefore, contend the Examiner's 35 U.S»C. § 103 rejection to be moot. 

The Applicants have cancelled all claims rejected by ttie Examiner under 35 
U.S,C § 103 as beii\g obvious per U3. patent number 6,332,023 to Porter et al., U,S. patent 
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nuniber 6,240,460 to Mitsutalce et al„ and U.S. patent number 6^08,661 to Marshall et a!. 
The Applicants, liherefbre, contend the Examiner's 35 U.S.C. § 103 rejection to be moot 

The Applicants have cancelled all claims rejected by the Examiner xmder 35 
U.S.C § 103 as being obvious per U.a patent number 6,332,023 to Porter et al., US, patent 
number 6,240,460 to Mitsutake et aL, and the Examiner's taking of "Official Notice." The 
Applicants, therefore, contend the Examiner's 35 U5,C. § 103 rejection to be moot. 

The Applicants have cancelled all claims rejected by the Examiner under 35 
U.S.C § 103 as beii^ obvious per U.S. patent number 6;332,023 to PorUr et al, US^ patent 
number 6,240^60 to Mitsutake et al., and U.S, patent nuxxVber 6,208,661 to Marshall et al., 
and the Examiner's taking of "Official Notice/' The Applicants, therefore, cont^d the 
Examiner's 35 U.S-C. § 103 rejection to be moot. 

The Applicants' cancellation of these daims is not to be interpreted as accepting 
ihe bases of r^ection proffered by tiw Examiner, To the contrary, the Applicants believe 
ihere to be distinguishing features between the dted references and the cancelled daims. 
For the sake of expediting allowance of the present application^ however, the Applicants 
have made the aforementioned cancellations. The Applicants, therefore, expressly 
reserve the right to pursue these cancelled claims in a continuation application. 
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CONCXUSION 



All rejected claims have been cancelled without prejudice thereby maldng the 
Examiner' s 35 U.5-C § 103 rejections moot. As such, all claimed subject matter is now in 
condition for allowance.
